If men were 
going to live in tho moon fJeorge's theo- 
ries might do Well enough, but for this 
idain practical earth of ours (leorgeisiii is 
hardly the thing. The duty of the hour is 
to pass .MitcheH's anti-Chinese bill. .Some 
such bill is absolutely necessary to slop 
the iniipiitous scheme of pro-Chinese ras- 
cals. Its passage can be secured if work- 
ingmeii wake up and stir up Congress to 
action. When I came to Now York City 
leu years ago there wore 150 Chinriuien 
here, iiiivv there are tliirteeii tliousiuid, 
aceoidiiig to jiidice estimates, and they 
liavi' driven thirteen thousand waslier-wo- 
iiieii, who had eliildren to support, out of 
business.
